During the lull 
the arms and ammunition were brought 
on deck and diMtributed to the i/iibaii*. 

“Flits weather nud a suicnth ?oa ush¬ 
ered iu the Sabbath, und the Cubans 
busied them selves making iuto small 
I»ackugc* the munitions of war for 
greater facility in handling. The Ber¬ 
muda pussisl Turk's Inland on .the morn¬ 
ing of the 23rd, nnd on Tuesday, the 
24th. hove to three miles off whore, and 
about seven miles west of Borneo*, in 
the southeast end of C'ulm. It was an 
anxious time for the Cubans. A recon- 
noitering party, consisting of volunteers 
from the ship’s crew, includiug the New 
York pilot and live Cubans, commanded 
by one of the ship's officers, weu» 
ashore. 

"A signal hhd bcou arranged with tin* 
►hip. If the roconiioiteriug party fouud 
nothing suspicion* the signal was to Ik* 
given for lnweriug th<‘ boats before ef 
fectlng a landing. Fortuue favored the 
expedition. The discipline was excel¬ 
lent. and in a remarkably short time 
tbe men ami cargo were ashore safely. 
It was two o'clock in the muruing when 
the last load left the ship. 

“Up in the blue sky the moou was 
shining brightly and the stars shone 
gloriously. The hearts of those on 
shire hunt high when they saw each 
little cargo eotue silently and swiftly 
from the ship to the shorn As boat af¬ 
ter boat unloadiHl Its cargo there was a 
disposition to cheer, but this was cheek¬ 
ed by the officers, who could not afford 
lo let their comrades lend them into 
danger while it was not necessary to 
do so just then.

Air. Walkem, chairman of the select 
committee appointed to enquire -Into 
the working of the official log scalers* 
net. snhniitterl the following report, 
which was received and adopted: 

Your select committee appointed to 
enquire into the working of the act of 
1805 in JT*i>ect to the scaling of log* 
in the province beg leave to report u* 
follows: 

Your toimmittee have held six meet¬ 
ings an«r have received evidence from 
the timber inspector government 
scalers with men. and loggers. In onr 
opinion no proper effort has yet been 
made on the mainland to carry out 
the provisions of the log scaling act. 
and we are of opinion that it could easi¬ 
ly be done with the number of men 
originally appointed. We also think 
that in the interior it wonld not pay 
expense* to keep a government scaler, 


I but the goVemment should require u 
I sworn statement from each mill-owner 
j or company tnot the logs cut in their 
i mill have been scaled according JJJJ* 
rules laid down in the B, C. aoik. The 
nearest governtueut official conk! attend 
| to this <*ompllniice on the part of tiv. 
mill-owner or company. 

We also find that a prejudice exists 
In the nduds of a gn*«t ninny loggers 
against the British <’oltinihii. 
but this In our opinion is founded prin¬ 
cipally on theory aud from misconcep¬ 
tion of the rule. 

We find that on Vancouver Island im 
new system has been in force for the 
last eight months, and has given, or 
appears- to have yiven. general sstlsfai-- 
Ban. We think also that some »«* 
efficient check should Is* put on the dl*- 
tSuction between dutiable and non-dun- 
I aide logs. One Very sensible suggestion 
was received thnt the government 
should the muster* of-nil tug* engaged 
In towing logs with blank forms to be 
filled in In duplicate or every tow with 
the following information; 1 he amount 
or the approximate amount in the boom, 
the license lease or other description 
of property on which the Jog* were cut. 
the name of the logger., the distinction 
of the boom, the name of the tug and 
the master, the date and date. 

A copy of this information In the 
form specified to be given to the lum- 
l**r inspector and another copy to tlu- 
mill authorities. 

We have also Iwd the suggestion 
made tlmt the scale which would give 
the solid contents of tin* log would l»c 
the fairest to all concerned and price* 
would arrange themselves accordingly*. 
This would encourage the using of saw¬ 
dust. saving machinery wherever pos¬ 
sible. and your committee would recom¬ 
mend this suggestion to the govern¬ 
ment’s most serious consideration. 

In conclusion we would strongly 
recommend that the act be enforced 
and that in every case where the scal¬ 
ing tuts been done by the government 
sealer be be reqnired to give a copy of 
the scale to both buyer and seller. 

Hon. Air. Turner introduced the bill 
of indemnity.

The ‘ outcome of tMu trial will !»• 
watched with great interest, and with 
considerable doubts. An example ->f the 
danger of such expeditious con Ik* found 
In the trip of Ibis same barge. No. 88, 
about a year ago last .March. She 
started from New York to Philadelphia, 
in tow of the Standard oil tank steam* 
ship Maverick. In a heavy snowstorm, 
off the Long Island coast, the hoarser 
snapped. The Maverick was nimble to 
pick up her tow again, and went on 
without her. the barge drift*** along 
down the const, niul was picked up by 
the English steamship Kate and token 
to Bermuda. She was found along the 
roast of one of the Southern 8 Suva, 
and It was nearly a week after the ac¬ 
cident before the Standard oil people 
heard of her. At tlyit time she carried 
a crew of nine men. 

The accident occurred when no such 
device ns the towing machine was in 
use. The hawser was attached to a 
stationary fastening, niub when the 
bouts were thrown suddenly apart, the 
4 1-2 Inch steel cable snapped. The 
danger in this ease was of course les¬ 
sened by the nearness to the coast. 
Experts any that in ease the steamship 
should lose her tow in mid-ocean it 
would be impossible to pick her up 
again. 

Tlie question of loug.-distnnre towing 
is no new fine, nnd n number of similar 
nlnira to the towing machine have been 
invented. One worked on a somewhat 
similar plan, clockwork ‘ being substi¬ 
tuted for steam. Towing is now Iwlng 
carried on successfully along the coast 
for verv considerable distances. The 
longest trip which a vessel often innkrs 
with a tow is from points in the West 
Indies to this port. That trip has been 
successfully accomplished ninny times.— 
New York Times.

QUIET ON THE COLUMBIA. 

rers Will Not Pay a Price to Justify 
the Packers Working. 


tvents of Interest in the Amateur and 
Professional Field. 


Astoria, Or., April 11.—All of tuu 
salmon packers on the, lower Columbia 
river were represented at a meeting 
held here yesterday afternoon, and. not 
withstanding rumors to the contrary, 
they were unanimous in support of tlie 
istsition previously taken by thern to ftOy 
only four cents per pound for the raw 
material this season. The packers as 
serf tlmt the buyers are not even now 
willing to pay price* which justify a 
four-cent rate rati* on raw material. 

With one exception there is perhaps 
not a packer on the river who is not 
carrying over a large stock of shipping 
goods of the first quality, and there is 
no encouragement to put up goods this 
year at prices which would entail a 
jog*. Tlie assertions made by the fish¬ 
erman that New York prices on canned 
goods would justify the payment of five 
cents, the packers say, i» not in accord¬ 
ance with the facts. The meeting was 
held behind closed doors, but the fore¬ 
going facts were disclosed by some or 
tin* members. 

There has been no violence anywhere 
on the river, but ns l>oth jMirtles are 
very determined it seems prolmble that 
should any of the packers attempt to 
run their 'canneries or procure fish from 
nonunion men there will Is* war. From 
present indications it is bnnlly possible 
that u pound of fish will lie put up for 
n month or "tv weeks. 

The trap men arc preparing to resist 
any further invasions on their property, 
but from the best information obtain¬ 
able it is not likely any . more attempts 
will be made to destroy their property. 
In any event the pack this* year will 
lie far short of.au average, hot it is 
i Im night that with the stocks already on 
hand the markets will have about the 
usual amount of first grade ehlnook.

A LONG TOW 


Stnudurd Oil Company will Try a Burge 
Trlii Across the Ocean. 

The Standard Oil Company will make 
an attempt, this spring, to tow a barge 
ucross the Atlantic Ocean, from either 
New York or Philadelphia, to some 
English port, probably Liverpool. This 
lias, never yet been tried. The Stundurd 
Oil Company hus ban considering tlie 
plan for fohr years, and was about 
ready to make the trial last summer, 
but, for some reason, the idea was giv¬ 
en up for o time. It is uow unuouuced 
that a start will be made, in all pro¬ 
bability. About May 1. Transatlantic 
towing, if possible at nil, will lie only . 
possible in the summer months. 

The company has lH*en led to try tow¬ 
ing ncr^jp the ocean by the success of 
its two Ocean-going hargi**, Nos. 57 and 
58. Tin* first of these boat* whs built 
about four years ago, und the other a 
year or two later. • 

These boats have been towed by tlip 
company’s ocean-going tug Hercules, 
and the tank-towiug steamer Maverick. | 
The company is uow building another 
steamship capable of doing the work of 
the Hercules. It is sold by.those who 
know tin* lighterage business, that the 
company can transport oil, by towing, lit 
one fourth the expense of currying it In [ 
tanka. 

These barges are muni now between , 
stations of the company on the Atlantic . 
coast, the longest consecutive trip 
which they make being between Bangor i 
and Philnpdelpliin. 

The barge to Is* used lu ihnking' the ( 
prospective trip across the.ocean ja No. 
58. 'i'llis la a steel tank barge, schoon¬ 

er rigged, with four ninata. The sails 
are some times used to help along the 
steam power of the towing ship.^ 

Tlie barge la 280 feet long, about 40 
feet beam, and draws ten and a half 
feet of water. She la fitted with 12 
tanks, each separated ao that, if need ! 
Is*, twelve different oil products might 
la* carried. Each of these tanks will j 
hold about 1250 barrels, giving for the ( 
whole barge a carrying capacity of 15.- 
000 barrels, which would make a total ; 
Of 750.000 galh.ii*. 

No. 88 will. It Is expected. Ik* towed j 
by the English tnuk ship lankawanna, 
..wned by the Anglo-Americau Oil com- j 
pony, the English branch of the Stand¬ 
ard Oil company. Tlie Iiickawanna will, 
herself carry In her tanks 1300,000 
gallons, so that, with her tow, the load 
would reach the enormous total of more | 
than 2.500,000 gallons of oil. 

The barge doe** not look much like the 
common, broad-nosed, shallow wooden 
boats used for towlug in the hnrls*r, 
but la herself a rather handsome looking 
ship. It is calculated that, in case of 
ncccuaity, her sails could carry' her to 
u place of safety. 81 m* is fitted with 
steam steering gear, windless und 
bolster, nnd will curry a crow of about 
eleven roep. 

The novel feature of tills barge, which 
is rolled ttpoo to make this trip suc- 
rewfttl, to her Mtcnin-towing machinery. 
The great ditliculty in towing in any but 
smooth waters has always been tlie 
snapping the hawser. If the towing 
vessel and the low httppen to be one 
rising and the other falling iu heavy 
waves, n sudden strain la put upon the 
cable, wo great that not eveu tlu* four 
nnd a half or nix-inch Rfetl Cfibc-'i.
